nothing is lost to them ; they aro eon the 
whole diy long incessantly busied in scratch- 
ing, picking up a living, 

Tn will fod fowls the difference will be 
soon, not only in the size and flosh of the 
fowls, but in the weight and foodnoss of 
the os; two of whieh 0 farther in domes- 
tic uses than threo from hens poorly fed or 
half starved, 

It is customary to throw to the fowls in 
4 poultry yard once or twice a day, a quan- 
tity of grain, generally corn, and somowhat 
less than’ that which they would consume 
if they had an abundance. Fowls, how- 
ever, are More easily satisfied than might 
be supposed from’ the freedy voracity 
which they are fed from the hand. It fs 
well known that, as a general rule, large 
arimals consume more than small ones,—— 
There is as much difference in the quanti- 
ty of food consumed by individual fowls as 
thore is in animals, 

It has been found by careful experiments 
that tho sorts of food most easily digested 
by fowls are those of which they eat the 
Greatest quantity. They evidently become 
soonest tired of, and are lonst partial to rye. 

_ It has also been found that there fs con 
siderable economy in feeding wheat, corn | 
and barley, well boiled, as the grain is thus 
increased in bulk at least one forth, and 
the same bulk seems to satisfy them ; but 
there is no saving by boiling oats buck- 
wheat or rye,

If these are carefully observed, they will 

make a vast difference in results. 
KEEPING POTATOES IN WINTER. 

Potatoes spoil in winter, if buried, from 
three causes, 

First and greatest, want of ventilation. 

Secondly, and nearly allied, dampness. 

Thirdly, and more rare, freezing. 

Farmers find most of their potatoes spoil- 
ed at the top of the heap, where they sup- 
pose they become frozen; but this is not 
the usual case; the damp, foul steamy air 
ascended there, and could not escape, and 
this spoiled them, A hole made in the 
top, with a crowbar, and closed with a wisp 
of straw, would have allowed egress to the 
confined air, and saved the potatoes, 

The best way to secure potatoes out- 
doors, is to make large heaps, say 50 or 60 
bushels, see that they are dry and clean, by 
digging before wet weather comes on; coy- 
cr them all over with, one foot of packed 
straw, and three inches of earth. The 
straw will prevent dampness, and the few 
inches of earth will favor ventilation. A 
farmer who raises many potatoes, ahd prac-

aim not prepared to kaoriticé the interests of 
the country nor the time of the Legislatare, 
by the mero disenssion of a barren declara- 
tion, set forth in a Resolution declaring sone 
abstract principle, for mere party purposes 
and party tactics. If men desire to carry 
out the opinions they entertain, when ad- 
dressing their, constituents, then let them 
proceed in such a inanner as to induce their 
fellow laborers to believe they are honest in 
their intentions; but merely to agitate, for 
the purpose of keeping a question constantly 
alive before the public, withoutany desire or 
attempt to bring the matter to a final issue 
by the passage of a Law, is neither honest 
nor patriotic. And while I admit the wliole- 
someness of opposition in all legislation, I 


which calls into existence, agitation, for no 
other purpose than party and tactious objects. 

By a reference to the Journals of the 
House of Assembly, you will find the record 
of my votes, I have introduced and assisted 
in maturing and passing many Laws, which 
I am, sure you will find advantageous, 
Amongst these you will permit me to bring 
under your notice the Law for placing the 
disposal of Road allowances inthe hands of 
the Manicipalities..

First, Roprosontation by Population isn 
Bruins 80 Just, and so obviously the vory 
pase and foundation of our {natitutiona, that 


am equally ready to denounce that systent | 


fow will havo the boldness to roject it, 
it fy one thing to adinit it as an abstract 
Principle, and anothor to give jt the form of 
An-activo oxlatonce, At present Uppor Oan- 
ada raisos abont throo-fourths of the revenue 
of the entire Province, and has probably a 
guarter ofa million more of inhabitants than 
Lower Canada. Yet tho represontation ts 
unjustly eqnal. This isnot in accordance with 
tho spirit of Eloctive institutions, which js 
tho basis of Responsible Government. ‘To 
deny the equality of representation, is to ro 
move the principle so long contended for. 

Second, our system of National Education 
should be upheld in all its intoyrity. Separ- 
ate Schools having beon established by Jaw, 
haye now all the rights and privileges which 
our Common Schools enjoy, They receive 
their proportion of the pablic school grant, 
have tle same powors for maintaining them- 
selves by self-imposed taxation, which the 
ordinary public achools enjoy ; and in justice 
their ndyoeates can ask for nothing more,— 
Farther concession on this question ia inja- 
rious, and would meet with my decided op- 
position. What is: called class legislation is 
vicious in principle, and onght not to be en- 
couraged. The youth of the country should 
not be taught % suspect each other, nor 
ought such a tendency to have the sanction 
of law, The warmest and most lasting 
friendship are formedin school, and mixed 
associations of yonth wear off many of the 
prejndice inherited from our ancestors. 

Third, the nequisition of new Territory. 
The Hudson Bay Territory is at present in 
the hands of a Company who haye amono- 
poly in trade there, Stich monopolies are 
against tho spirit of freedom, of commerce, 
and the constitntion of a free country. I 
would like to see this territory opened to the 
operations of commerce. by such judicious 
arrangements asthe Parliament might be able 
to effect. 

Tho success of the applicants for sid for 
the Grand Tronk Railroad has emboldened 
their demands, and that which at first was 
to have cost the country nothing, at the con- 
clusion has been found to have been done at 
our expense. It began by destroying the 
reputation of our public men, and seems to 
have benumbed the feeling of patriotism in 
nll connected with it. Gold seems literally 
to have corrupted its way. Granting addi- 
tional assistance to that or similar enterprises 
not imperatively demanded by the country, 
would receive prompt opposition. 

T have thus as fully expressed my views 
as can be conveniently done in an address. 
T have asked you to take nothing on trust.—

TURE CF DELHI 


From the Bombay Gazette, October 17th. 

The following account of the last days 
of the seige of Delhi and the assatilt on 
the place will be read with much interest. 
It is written by an eye witness :— 

At 4 A.M. the different columns fell in 
and were marched to their respective places, 
the heads of Nos. 1, 2.and 3 columns being 
kept concealed until the moment for the 
actual assault should arrive, The signal 
was to be the advance of the Rifles to the 
front to cover the heads of the columns by 
skirmishing. 

Everything being ready, General Nichol- 
son, whose excellent arrangements elicited 
the admiration of all, gave the signal, and

At the same 
moment the heads of No. 1 and 2 columns

bring to bear on the storming columns;

open aii than a perfect hail-storm of bullets 
met them from the front and both flanks, 
and officers and men fell fast on the crest 
of the glacis, For ten minutes it was im- 
possible to get the ladders down into the 
ditch to ascend the scrap, but the determi- 
nation of the British soldier carried all 
before-it, and Pandy declined to meet the 
charge of the British bayonet. With a 
shout and a rush the breaches were both 
won and the enemy fied in confnsion. 


BRILLIANT CONDUCT OF THE EXPLOSION 
PARTY. 

Meanwhilerthe explosion party advanced 

in front of the column straight upon the 
Cashmere gate, ‘This little band of heroes 
had to advance in broad daylight to the 


musketry from above, and through the 
gateway and on both flanks the powder 
baga were coolly laid and adjusted, but 
Lieutenant Salkeld was by this time hors 
de combat, with two bullets in him. Ser- 
goant Carmichaol then attempted to fire 
the train, but was shot doad. Sergeant 
Burgess then tried and succeeded, but paid 
for the daring act with bis life. Sergeant 
Smith, thinking that Burgos too had failed, 
ran forward, but seeing the train alight had 
just time to throw himself’ into the ditch 
and escape the effects of the explosion. 
With a Joud crash the gateway was blown 
in, and through it the third columa rushed 
to the assault, and entered the town just 
‘as the other columns had won the breaches. 
General Wilson has since bestowed the 
Victoria Cross on Lieutenants Homo and 
Salkeld, on Sergeant Smith, and on a brave 
man of H. M. Fifty-second, who stood by 
Lieutenant Salked to the last, and bound 
up his wounds. y , 

Anothor ace gives the following 
version of this brilliant affair: —The Signal 
given for tho rush at the walls was the 
blowing open of the Cashmere gate, whieh 
most dangerous duty devolved on Lieut. 
Salkeld, of the Engineers. 

Tho whole was dono by escalade, as tho 
breach was not complete onough to enter 
without ladders, Liout. Salkeld approach: 
ed with three sorgeants, under a tremendous 
fire of musketry. He was first shot through 
the arm; notwithstanding that, he went on 
to the gate with the bags of powdors As thoy 
Approachod one Kergeant was killed ; the 
second sergeant took up the bags, assisting 
Lioutenant Salkeld, knocked them on to 
tho spikes of tho gate, not boing able to 
put them underneath, aa tho wickot gato 
was opened, and about 20 muskets pointed 
up ns woll.as through many holes in the 
gatoway, fring from both flanks from tho 
Wall, As Lioutonant Salkeld put on tho 
bags ho was shot through the log, and full, 
tho socond sorgoant Hit the match, but 
after lighting It ha said to Lioutonant 
Salkeld on tho ground, “T foar ‘te mateh 
haa.not takon light, slr; at tho word 
“sir,” ho fell doad, riddled with balls; the 
match did ignite, blow opon the gate; tho 
third sorgoant osoapod unhurt. At tho 
signal tho troopa rushod on—evyery one 
who carriod the scaling Indders of the 2nd 
Fusiliors was knockod over; however, thoy 
rushod on, put up tho laddors, (many of 
whioh wore Bund to bo vory short,) chang:

THE LAW OF DOWER. 


It is difficult to perceive anything more 
unsatisfactory than the present state of the 
Law of Dower in Upper Canada. Dower 
is commonly understood to be a provision 
for the support of a widow, out of the lands 
of her deceased husband, The Jaw treatises 
tell us thatit isa portion which a widow 
hath of the Jands of her husband, at Dis 
decease, for the sustenance of herself, and 
the education of her children, These are 
high and worthy objects. But does the 
Jaw enablo a widow to have the fruition of 
the support #0 humanely youchsafed t 
Tuke the caso of every day occurrence, A 
farmer dies, leaving a valuable lot of land 
under cultivation. His wife survives, and 
becomes his widow, Tis son Tnherits it, 
subject to the dower of the widow: She 
claims it. Ho offers no resistance. On the 
contrary, he pleads that he is and always 
had been ready to assign the dower. Why, 
then, does not the widow accept what she 
apparently claims t Simply because though 
apparently claiming one thing, sho, in tenth, 
seoks another, She claims dower. What 
isthat? Tho third part of her lusband’s 
land for life Of what uso is the third part 
of ono hundred acres without a house upon 
it, to. a widow without means? Sell it— 
she cannot, Tillit—shecannot. Eat it— 
sho cannot, Truly the widow asks for 
breads but the Jaw gives unto her a stone. 
What then does the widow want! Sho 
wants “sustenance,” or that which will 
purchaso sustenance for her—in other 
words, sue wants money. ‘The law does 
not provide that sho shall recover money, 
It provides that she shall recover an estate 
in land, which is not convertible into mo- 
noy! So far tho law practically fails to © 
givo that which it professes to give—tho 
required relief.

It is the understood rule of the Honse, 
that all Private Bills whou introduced, sho'd 
recvive asecond reading, and then placed in 
the hands ofthe Private Bill Committee, for 
such amendments as may be necessary to } 
meet thoviews of the majority of the mem- 
bors. And this Bill not being objectionable 
fn principle, it belig for the establishment 
of a Female School only, was allow to pass 
nsocond reading, and then referred, The} 
consequence being, amendments confining its 
operations in the same tnanner as Acts of a 
similar character for Protestant Denomina 
tions.’ To show the Electors tliat we are cor- 
rect, We quote the clauses from the diferent 
Acts, to shew the similarity between them. 

The first Act to which we draw attention 
is that Incorporating the ‘ Beurrym.e. 
Semuxany,”’ under the management. ofthe 
Methodist Episcopal Ohurcl of Canada, in 
which it will be fonnd on page 839 of the 
Statutes of 1857, that said incorporations 
can hold such “property, real and personal, 
as may be necessary for the actual use and 
occupation of said Seminary,” and to re- 
ceive “any gifts or bequests of property” 
for the use of said Corporation, In this Act 
it will be scen that “bequests can be receiv- | 
ed, and held for two years, by the corpora- | 
tion. A privilege not granted in any of the 
other Acts, passed during the last’session of 
parliament, either for Protestant or Romanish | 
Tneorporations. But the political demagogne 
who endeavor to’prey upon the credulity and 
prejudice of those who aye not the Acts to 
study and ponder upon,will tell you tliat they 
can hold xo lands, excopt for two years, while 
the other Corporations can, Forgetting, that 

vi ati < pnelling all corporati 
fotetd such aad and buildings, tieyrerneten 
ity, as may be required for thotr actual “ use 
and occupation, 

On page 841 can be found an Act incor- 
porating a Grammar School under the man- 
agement of the members of the Church of 
England, in which will be founda part of a 
clanse having reference to the liolding of 
property as follows, ‘* As -may be necessary 
for the actual use and occupation of the 
Grammar Schoal.” 

On page 842, an ‘An Act Incorporating 
the Chiirch of England Male Orphan Asy- 
luin in Quebeo,” in which the proviso. exists; 
namely, to hold such property “as shall be 
required for tho actual uso and. oceupation 
of the said Institution only.” ; 

On page 84, is the Act incorporating the 
Sisters of Loretto, contaiaing restrictions 
similar to the others, and read as follows :— 
“Por the aetual uso and OCOUPATION 
ONLY, of the said Corporation.” In clauso 
2nd, it isalso provided that the money, prop- 
erty, ote., received, shall only be applied to 
tho purposes “LEGITIMATELY connected 
or depending on tho purposes aforesaid,” 
which are laid down in the preamble, name- 
ly, the “Education of young persons of the 
Fomule sex. And in tho 5th clause, on page 
816, tho law provides! that yearly returns 
shall be made to tho logislature, giving a cor- 
rect account of what tho corporation is 
doing, | 

Such are the Bills passed at the last session, 
both for Protestant and Roman Catholic, and 
having read the clauses, let overy Protes- 
tant ask this simple qnestion:—Should we 
not give the Romaa Catholics tho same 
rights, Oivil, Religions and Political, that we 
ourselves enjoy ?

Mxssns, L. Tucker axp Sox,—In your 
shoot under date of the 15th of October, I 
Keo novoral roports of trials with tho sugar 
cand, Allow me to trouble you with an- 
other Having planted several acres of the 
Sorghum, I procured from Hedges & Free, 
of Cincinnati, a cane mill with threo rollers 
52 inchos long by 11 inches diameter, 
Pans and other arrangomenta, which a 
novice might deem sufficient, were added, 
and wo waited for the maturing of the cana. 
Soptombar 14, wo mado our first trial, 
Cut and ground one acre by mensurement.’ 


cano by the mill was a trifle over fifty by 
weight. A load of cano, ns it av od | 
when cut, gave one gallon of juice to 
clovon canes, and ono gallon of fair syrup 
to clevon of juice. The cane was but carly 
in blossom, The yield per acro was pre- 
cisely 100, 

This trial consumed two days. We then 
went into the fiold and spent one week in 
stripping cane, 


that our cane increased rapidly in its rich- 
ness, The average yield of syrup to juice, 
was now one to eight, and per acre 136 
gallons of thick syrup, and improved in 
taste over the former. This trial consumed 
four and a-half days, and three acres of 
cane. 

October 7, wo resumed our experiments, 
The seed was nearly and quite ripe. The 
improvement in the quality of juice sur- 
prised us all. One gallon of syrup, thick 
and smooth like honey, to six and one half 
of juice was now the result, The yield 
was one hundred and sixty-two gallons per 
acre with two acres manufactured.

Bap Erreets or Grass on Cours. — 
When horses are turned out to grass in 
the spring of the year, the succulent nature 
of the food causes them to purge, often to 
@ greatextent; this is considered by many 
persons a most desirable event—a great 
misconception. The herbs are overcharged 
with sap and moisture, of a crude aeri- 
monious nature, to such an extent that all 
cannot be taken up by the organs designed 
for the secretion of urine, or by absorbent 
vessels of the body; the superfluous fluid 
therefore passes off through the intestines 
with the indigestible particles of food, and 
thus the watery faces are thrown off. Flatu- 
lent colic or gripes is a frequent attendant. 
Tho system is deranged ; but the mischief 
does not terminate here. If the purging 
is continued, constitutional relaxation of 
the bowels is established, very deliberatin, 
to the animal, and often diflicult to control. 
I am so decidedly opposed to unrestricted 
allowance of luxuriant grass to horses at 
any age, that nothing could induce me to 
give it to them. After the second year, 
hay should form a considerable portion of 
the daily food in summer to every animal 
intended for riding or driving. So says 
the Mark Lane Hxpress, an English agri- 
cultural journal of high character. 


Tleapine Casnaces 1x Winrer.—Select 
a suitable spot in a garden or field, six feet 
in width, of any desired length, free from 
standing water ; run a furrow the proposed 
length of your bed, and throw a back fur- 
row upon it. The double furrow will form 
a side wall of your cabbage house. In the 
trench stard your cabbages on thicir roots 
leaning to the furrow at an angle of 40 to 
45 deg. Let the next furrow be thrown 
upon the roots and stalks of the calbages, 
and another row be placed in the trench 
made by the second furrow ; thus proceed 
itil your six feet of width is planted ; then 
let the last furrow be a double one— 
Muaking the other side wall about the height 
of the cabbage head. Through the whole 
length of the middle of the patch lay rails 
lengthwise, supported by crutches, at a 
height of about two feet from the cab- 
bages; this will form the ridge of the 
cabbage house. Lay light brush-wood 
from the side walls to the ridge pole; then 
throw on salt, hay, or bog hay, or straw, 
two inches in depth. As the cold weather 
advances, throw on dirt until you have 
a depth of say six or eight inches, or even 
more when the winters are severe, and 


tho spade until it will shed the rain. Fill 
up the two ends of your house in the same 
manner, leaving only small air holes of a 
foot or two in diameter, which may be 
closed with hay. The length of the house 
should be on a north and south line. 

In_ tho early spring you will find your 
most unpromising plants have leads of 
their own, and all bo thriving and fresh. 
Try it at once, and you'll try it ever after- 
wards,— Hachange.
